ninety-til added volnmes have proved a 
sonro« of delight to tbe patronn of the 
library, who hunger and thirst utter new 
hooks with greater avidity than dues tbe 
average citieen alter righteousness. When 
there in money in the treasury it goes out 
lifter books; when the treaanry suffers 
the pangs cif indigence the purchasing of 
book* become a a tradition 


Last year tbe sum of nlnety-Sve dollars 


waa added to the treasury aa the re- 
inainder.ot tbe fund pledged and paid by 
Interested friends of the library, who saw 
tbe importance of preserving its health. 
In addition to this the entertainment 
given in March netted the library $25 60. 


Tbe treasurer's report shows that the 


balance on hand from 1902 was $3.78; re- 
ceipts lust year $258.62; eipemiicnres 
$231.85; balance in the treasury $27 45 a 
sum which we trust will be increased by 
the proceed* from other entertainments, 
which we hope all friends of the library 
w.ll tflke a livelv interest in favoring.

good order and tidiness of the bonks, due 
tu tbe cure and attention of the librarian. 
vv> all know that books by constant use 
wear out. It is a pity for them to show 
signs of dilnpidation and decay in the 
freshness of their youth. As a general 
thing our books are carefully handled, 
just as curofnlly as persons nsually handle 
their own property.

however, there is occasion for criiicium, 
for tbe books as'we!I as the magazines, 
are now and then sadly abused.

United States wa* that formed by woman 
suffragiits.

ed to petition tbe New York Legislature 
to give married women the right to con- 
trol tbeir own property, she could find in 
the whole State but five women to join 
with her.

tt has been tbe custom of tbe ilcb and 
powerful to distribute offices of all 
kinds as part of tbelr prerogative of 
birth and wealth. Tbe lower classes 
of tbe uplands, although they now 
bare tbe advantage of a fairly good 
public system of education and are be- 
coming gradually educated, are In the 
main a distinctively unambitious peo- 
ple.

The leaves of n green plant are chlef- 
y useful as feeding organs, wbicb util- 
ize sunlight In building up plant sub- 
stance from water, carboyic acid gas 


nd simple salts. Deciduous forms aud 


evergreens have been evolved on dif- 
erent lines as regards foliage. 
On tbe approach of- uutumn tbe for- 


mer withdraw all nutritious substances 
nto tbelr trunks and branches. A layer 
of cork Is tben developed across tlie 
rase of -end) leaf, wbicb afterward 
'nils off. leifving a neatly covered scar, 
wblcb excludes air and germs. 


Tbese changes do not take place lnv 


evergreens, for these possess tonsh. 
eatbery leaves capable of resisting 
frost wbicb are sbcd gradually all the 
year round as they become old and ef- 
fete. Such plants use sunlight year 
ont year in. while deciduous trees and 
shrubs do during tbe warm season 
only, though tbey work very vigorous- 
ly In summer, getting ready tbe buds 
wblcb open, tbe next spring and stor- 
ing up starch and tbe like to serve as 
Tood till the new leavea are unfolded 
and ready for work.

The Old Jeivlah Wedding 
The old time Jewlsbr wedding ring 


was qnlte a ponderous affair of filigree 
gold, enameled In colors.
